Titaiiia,  Queen  of  the  Fairies,  is  belrollied  to 
Prince  Kloriniel,  adopted  son  o'' Stanislaus,  King  of  the 
Brownie  Band.  The  wcddinj;  is  to  be  celebrated  on 
the  eve  of  May,  and  the  Brownies  have  come  to  Kairy- 
la.id  to  take  part  in  the  general  jollification.  Dragonfel, 
a  wicked  demon,  and  his  retinue  conic  to  the  wedding, 
bearing  gifts  and  disguised  as  friends  and  well-"ishers. 
While  the  Brownies  and  Kays  are  entertaining  the 
Prince  and  Queen  with  song  and  dance,  an  alarm 
comes  to  the  Palace  that  Titania  and  her  ladies-in-svait-
